I17ILLIAM J. BURNS, head of the United

Georges Clcmcn- 
ccau, French war hero, admonishes us that in 
disarming while wars are trembling in balance 
ue arc inviting disaster.

with 
C.'lcmcnccau, 
General Pershing 


brings a message of insecurity, and Charles G. 
Dawes flays "radical'' elements in our politics, 
including the farm bloc. 


No doubt there is something to this. With 


upwards of 600 revolutionary journals circulat- 
ing in the country, largely among unabsorbecl 
foreigners, negroes and ignorant natives, there 
seems no doubt that sentimental headway, at 
least, is being made. We know, meanwhile, 
that Russia is joining Turkey in demands upon 
Europe, and that Germany needs but 
little 


further pretext for joining the Slavs, and her 
old Turkish ally. 


Probably we should have little about which 


to worry were there no dissatisfaction except- 
ing that entertained by the submerged foreign 
element in our great cities. They might be 
ever su "red" without constituting a menace, 
for 1he American farmer and workman, fairly 
satisfied, would stand against them 
in 
any 


crisis. 


Indeed, it is not these dangers of which 


we are warned that we have most 
to 
fear. 


It is in the dissatisfaction of real Americans, 
farmers and labor in general, that whatever 
danger there is must be: found. 


And so it is not necessary to accept the 


militaristic, theories of Clemenecau, or the vit- 
riolic attitude of General Dawcs toward the 
farm bloc, as justified, Kathcr it is important 
to study this farm bloc and the problems which 
it presents, and to find what can be done to 
satisfy those great elements in our population 
which are too American to protest without the 
color of a cause. 


Conservative politicians who see in the as- 


cendency of the liberals gathered together in 
the farm bloc a peril to American institutions 
may one day discover that this thing which 
they fear was the salvation, rather than the 
peril of the nation. 
No matter how we may 


disagree as to the merits of one or another 
proposed measure, it must be agreed that the 
fundamentals toward which this bloc is striv- 
ing are sognd and just. 
It is in the continua- 


tion of reactionary government, rather than in 
the liiierali/ation of government, that we arc 
menaced. 
I f instead of disregarding and seek- 


ing to outlaw the farm bloc, the republican 
party were to call it into conference, to ask 
what it wants, and insofar as is humanly pos- 
sible, to try out its important plans, this thing 
which we call "unrest" would disappear to the: 
point at which if affected only those small ele- 
ments of society which arc fundamentally be- 
yond tiic control of the country's ordinary po- 
licing.
